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Resume 

The most famous horticulturist of Japan in Tokugawa period was Ihei 
Ito. However, this is not the name of one person, but the name of the 
Ito family. At the Horticultural Society of Japan Yugi Ishii read a paper 
on Ihei Ito’s family and their books, but he did not leave any record except 
the three tables used at this occasion. These tables explain the successive 
generations of Ihei Ito, their posthumous Buddist names and their dates 
of death. The tables assigned the authors of many horticultural books to 
some of them. At this opportunity of the publication of Ishii’s tables I 
would give them some reconsiderations, based on death registers of Sai- 
fukuji Temple and Muryoji Temple, the epitaphs in the temple cemetry 
and Ihei’s published book styles. My conclusions are as follows. The author 
of Kinsyu Makura (Pleasure of Earth’s Raiment 1692) and Kadan Jikinsyo 
(Earth’s Raiment for Garden 1694) was Ihei III (Juei Jorin, Sannojo, ?-1719). 
The author of the series of Jikinsyo (Earth’s Raiment 1710, 1717, 1733) was 
Ihei V (Jusen Jokan, Masatake, ?-1757). Kusabana E Zensyu (Pictures of 
Flowering Plants I) was published by Ihei III, based on the pictures drawn 
by Ihei II, whose posthumous Buddist name and date of death are unknown. 
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
